For 
this reason uiidertJrains are often mado 
shallower and nearer together en clay 
soils, so as to secure more perfect drain- 
age. But wo believe that drains fully 
three feet deep and four rods apart will 
give the best satisfaction in the long 
run. A drain that depth will secure 
perfect drainage two rods on either side, 
and though it costs more to dig tbo 
deeper drain it docs cot cost so much to 
put in the tile cr stone for one drain as 
it does for two.

Diffrrcnt Form* 


' Potash, like phoephoric acid and ni- 
trogen, does not cziat as such in fertil 
izcrs, but is held in combination bj 
some other materials. Different rob 
statices servo to bold it and modify it> 
properties so that it will eerve as food 
for plants. A writer in American Gar- 
dening says: 


The nearest approach to pure potash, 


which we bavo in commerce is "pot- 
ash lye." Tbe properties of this materi- 
al are well known. If is extremely cor- 
rosive ia its action aud unfit to ba up- 
plied to thu soil. 


There are, in tiemacy largo natural 


deposits of material containing potash 
in combination with muriatic (hydro- 
chloric) acid, and others in which the 
potash is combined with sulphuric acid. 
The tormf r is the source of muriate of 
potash, aud tbe latter of snlpbateot pot- 
ash, which is used in fertilizers. Th6 
former costs less than tho latter and is 
less valuable asu fertilizer because the 
chlorine which it contains is detrimental 
to tho growth and quality of some crops. 
As an example potatoes and tobacco 
grown with fertilizers containing muri- 
ate of potash are uot of as pcod quality 
as when grown with fertilizers contain- 
ing potash aa sulphate. 


There is no practical uiiTcrcnceia the 


quickness of availability of the two 
farms, both being soluble in water and 
in a conditicn to be immediately taken 
up by plants. 


For field crops such as corn, wheat, 


grass, clovers, etc,, tho muriato ia cheap- 
er and just as good- For garden crops, 
tobacco, potatoes, etc., the sulphate 
should bo used. 


Different brands contain potash in dif- 


ferent forms for this reason—some are 
intended for one purpose where chlorine 
does no harm, others f or purposes where 
it ia harmful.
